A 
large part of. the roof was blown some dis- 
tance away, and in its fall demolished a 
small Chinese house ; the rest of the roof 
and part of the walls fell inwards, at 10,30 
a.m., making'a complete ruin of the place. 
The Grand Stand; and othor buildings in 
the neighbourhood, . were also damaged. 
The matting aun shade in front of the Grand. 
Stand was - blown away, venetians blown 
in, glass broken, and other dumage done. 
The tornado only lasted two minutes, and 
was preceeded and followed bya calm, On 
the Bubbling Well Road-several trees were 
blown down,:.and the roofs of some houses 
damaged, Tho whdle countiy round about 
was seen from the Grand Stand to be more’ 
or less submerged,. and .the Race Course 
had the appearance of a big-lagoon. 

On the Broadway and Yangtszepoo Road 
the fine avenue of treea has suffered great 
damage, there being no less than 130 trees: 
blown dowri-from tho Garden Bridge to the 
Camp. Severd!~houses along this.road had 
verandahs prttially destroyed, From the 
Yangtzepoo Road, the Tannery on the Poo- 
tung side was seen to’ be greatly damaged, 
a large portion - of . the buildings : being 
unroofed. A dead horse was seen lying on 
the side ‘of the road, and dogs eating his 
flesh ; whether he had been killed by storm 
or flood we don’t know, but the sight added 
horror.to. the deyastation seen everywhere. 
around by the flooding of the country and 
destruction of crops... 

On the river there was great havoc by 
cargo boats, and’ smaller native ‘craft being 
driven ashore on the Bund; and yachts and 
houseboats have beet . damaged,—two. or 
three ‘house-boats being reported as being 
swamed. The native craft, howaver, suffer- 
ed most damage, and small cargo boats: weie | 
broken up by fouling jetties.
